Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview was conducted to discuss the applicability of the 
signals taught by Furukawa on the applicant. The applicant contended that the signals taught by Furukawa are different 
than those used by the applicant because the signals in the applicants invention are read from the disk while the 
signals of the reference are artificially generated. Thus, the ratio used for decreasing spherical aberration is different in 
the reference than in the claims. Although the examiner agreed that the values are different, the examiner contended 
that the reference still reads on the Invention as claimed. The examiner advised defining the pit level more clearly In the 
claims. 
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
